MARVELLOUS FORCES TO BB DISCOVBRED, 

The existence: of some new forces-as yet 
unknown is suggeated by Prof. E. E. 
Barnard, ‘of the Yerkes Observatory,. 3s 
the most plausible explanation of new or 
temporary stars. In about 20 - well-, 
outhenticated instances, stars have sud- 
denly shone out. and then gradually 
faded . away. Nova Persei,’ which 
appeared in February, 1901, inereased at 
least 95,000-fold in three days, becoming 
foy i few hours the brightest star in the 
sky exeept Sirius, and a month-later was 
barely. visible to the naked eye. Buch 
starg-are usually regarded as the reault 
of collision, But nebulae axe so enormous 
and. diffuse that Barnard finds that a 
star plunging into one ‘would slowly 
brighten for years or ages; and the better 
theory of a collision of two stars is also 
unsatisfactory.
